SATURDAY. JULY 20. 2019 

10:00 AM - Complete Road Closure of Route 1 and Route 4 (Hagatna) to Route 1 and Route 
12:00 PM 6 (Adelup). 

12:00 PM Parade Space permittees will be allowed to begin loading and unloading on the outer 

northbound lanes of Route 1 and KFC Anigua to Route 1 and Aspinall Avenue as well as 
the outer southbound lanes from Route 1 and the GWA Sewage Treatment Plant to Route 
1 across the U.S. District Court. ACTIVE LOADING AND UNLOADING ONLY, 


SUNDAY. JULY 21. 2019 

4:30 AM Complete closure of southbound, outermost lane from the intersection of Route 1 
and Route 8 (Hagatna) to Route 1 and Route 6 to Asan Beach Park. 

5:00 AM Opening of traffic cones for parade entry staging zone. Floats and marching units begin 
staging. No unauthorized vehicles permitted in the staging zone. Inner roads of 
Hagatna may be used to access parade route for all parade participants only. Removal of 
vehicles along parade route and beachside. 

10:00 AM OFFICIAL START OF THE LIBERATION PARADE 

12:00 PM OPENING OF CARNIVAL GROUNDS 

No vehicles permitted to park along parade route or immediate vicinity. Only authorized 
carnival vendors, Port Authority of Guam tenants and CHamoru Village vendors will be 
permitted to access to the Paseo and CHamoru Village parking areas. AUTHORIZED 

ACCESS/PARKING PLACARDS WILL BE STRICTLY ENFORCED.

• PARKING FOR PEOPLE WITH DISABILITIES 

Designated parking spaces for people with disabilities will be located in the parking spots on either 
side of the Guam Museum in Hagatna, along Murray Boulevard and Seaton Boulevard. The entry 
point for parking for people with disabilities will be along Chalan Santo Papa via the designated 
traffic control point. VALID DISABLED PLACARDS MUST ACCOMPANY THE VEHICLE 
AND BE PROPERLY DISPLAYED AT ALL TIMES. 

• DESGINATED PUBLIC SEATING 

Paradegoers without a parade space are invited to utilize designated public seating areas along the 
parade route. Bleachers will be available in front of the U.S. District Court, CHamoru Village (near 
the entrance to the Guam Boat Basin/Fisherman’s Coop), and at the Route 4 intersection (across 
Chief Kepuha loop).

• PROHIBITED VEHICLE/TRANSPORTATION ACTIVITY 

All vehicle/transportation activity along the parade route during complete road closure is prohibited 
unless explicitly authorized and permitted by the Official Parade Committee. 
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
